Sparky Anderson is too young and too lively to be 
a “baseball legend” —but the Tigers’ peppery manager 
is working on it. 

At 47, he already has passed the 1,000 mark in 
major league victories. His 1,003-714 record and .584 
winning percentage make him sixth among the all-time 
leaders. 

The only five ahead of him are Joe McCarthy, Earl 
Weaver, Billy Southworth, Frank Chance and John 
McGraw. McCarthy, Southworth, Chance and McGraw 
are legendary figures of the game—and Weaver is 
making his bid, just like Anderson. 

Anderson, now in his 12th major league season as 
a manager, came to the Tigers in June, 1979 with a 
record .of two World Championships, four National 
League pennants and five divisional titles during his 
nine years at the helm of the Cincinnati Reds. 

Although finishing fifth at Detroit in both 1979 and 
1980, Sparky sees better days ahead. 

He likes a lot about the young Tigers, such as the 
fact they scored more runs in 1980 than any other team 
in the majors, and he expects them to develop soon 
into bon fide contenders. 

His 1981 coaching staff, unchanged from 1980, is 
one of the strongest in the game. Roger Craig, pitching 
coach, and Alex Grammas, at third base, are former 
major league managers. Dick Tracewski, at first base, 
and Gates Brown, batting instructor, are former Tiger 
players while Billy Consolo, who is Sparky’s dugout 
aide, is a veteran of 10 playing seasons with six 
major league clubs.

The No. 1 pitcher on the Tigers’ starting 
staff doesn’t leave much room for doubt. 
Jack Morris did it all in 1980, just as he 
did in 1979. Sixteen victories, 36 starts, 
250 innings pitched and 112 strikeouts all 
set the pace for Detroit starters. With 17 
victories the previous year, that made 
the righthander the first Tiger 16-or- 
more back-to-back since Mickey Lolich 
in 1973-74. Included in Jack’s gems for 
1980 were a one-hitter at Minnesota in 
August and two shutouts. With a fastball 


which has been clocked at 94 MPH and 
a baffling changeup, Morris still hasn’t 
had an easy path to the spot he now 
occupies. He was sidelined in both 1977 
and 1978 with shoulder problems and 
opened the 1979 season at Evansville. 
Once back on the big league scene, Jack 
ripped off a furious finish for his 17-7 
record that year, winning his last four 
starts and 13 of his last 16. A native of 
Minnesota, Morris was drafted out of 
Brigham Young University in 1976. 


There are two certainties about Alan 
Trammell, the Tigers firmly believe. They 
are sure he is one of the very best 
shortstops in baseball and may be the 
Tigers’ best of all time. And they are cer- 
tain he will be around long enough to 
prove it, all wrapped up in a new seven- 
year contract. The 23-year-old Californian 
certainly was the brightest light of the 
1980 season, his third full campaign. His 
.300 average was the Tigers’ highest and 
he also led the club in at-bats, hits and 


sacrifice flies. He had five hits in one 
game, four in another and many in critical 
spots. During one week in May, he hit 
a sizzling .600 and was American League 
Player of the Week. He slashed his errors 
to only 13, just half his 1979 total, and 
won his first Gold Glove for fielding skill. 
He represented the Tigers in the All-Star 
Game and at the end of the year won 
other honors: Tiger of the Year (Detroit 
baseball writers) and King Tiger (Tiger 
fan clubs).

Substantial is the word for Steve Kemp, 
who has become one of the most-feared 
batters in the American League. Tiger of 
the Year and an All-Star selectee in 1979, 
the sturdy slugger and outfielder in 1980 
collected 101 RBI, 10 game-winners and 


nine sacrifice flies to lead the Tigers in 
all three lists. He also had 21 home runs, 
giving him two seasons in a row with 
more than 20 homers and more than 100 
RBI. His homers included two in a game 
three times and a grand slam effort 
against the Indians’ Ross Grimsley. He 


had an 11-game hitting streak; four hits 
in one game; and four or more RBI in a 
game five times. Little wonder that he 
was picked American League Player of 
the Week during September, sharing the 
honor with the Rangers’ Al Oliver. The 
Tigers made Steve the No. 1 draft pick in 
the nation when they selected him in 
January, 1976, after he dropped out of 
school at Southern California just to be 
eligible for the draft. At USC, where he 
was All-America, Kemp set the school 
batting record as a sophomore at .435.

Excitement flares when Rickey Peters is 
around. That’s one of the things which 
helped him become Tiger Rookie of the 
Year in 1980. A switch hitter with a good 
eye and a fine leadoff man, Peters hit 


-291 in his first full major league season. 
His flying feet turned in 13 stolen bases 
to tie him for the team leadership. And he 
gave the fans many a thrill with his long 
sprints in centerfield to make seemingly 
impossible catches. Even his first major 
league home run was dramatic, a grand 


slammer at Yankee Stadium. However, it 
took some doing to get Rickey to the 
peak. A hot spring training got him a spot 
on the Tiger squad but he was a bench 
warmer until Kirk Gibson was hurt in 
June. Peters answered the call but saw 
his .203 average dip to .191 before hitting 
the upgrade with a nine-game .586 surge 
which sent him flying. Then, after the 
season, surgery was necessary to re- 
move bone fragments from his right 
elbow. 


Well-deserved recognition has come to 
Lance Parrish, the Tigers’ young catcher 
who was their No. 1 draft choice in 1974 
and who became their No. 1 receiver in 
1979. Strong with the bat and solid be- 
hind the plate, Lance set personal highs 
in 1980 in batting average, home runs, 
runs batted in, doubles and triples. In 
homers (24), doubles (34) and slugging 
percentage (.499), he was in the Top Ten 
of the American League. His batting suc- 
cess was marked by four 10-game hitting 


streaks during the year, two four-hit 
games and two homers in one game 
twice. With such credentials, Parrish was 
a natural for a new award, the Silver Bat, 
as the most productive catcher in the 
league. He also was a member of the 
American League All-Star team for his 
first time. The substantial Parrish was a 
prep star on the diamond and the grid- 
iron in California and turned down a foot- 
ball scholarship offer at UCLA to pursue 
baseball.

A mag who likes to drive in runs is 
Richie Hebner and the colorful veteran 
reached his peak in 1980, his first season 
with the Tigers. He posted 82 RBI for the 
season and would have, without doubt,

in a full season. Because of strained 
ligaments in his instep, Hebner was able 
to play only eight games after August 27, 
seven as a pinch hitter. Richie came to 
the Tigers after a year with the Mets but 
played eight seasons for the Pirates and 


two for the Phillies before that, with ex- 
perience in seven championship series 
and the 1971 World Series. He stepped 
into the Tiger lineup at third base but 
moved to first after Jason Thompson was 
traded and made only one error in 61 
games at that position. His 12 home runs 
included two in each of two games and 
a grand slammer off the Yankees’ Tommy 
John. Hebner was a prep star in hockey 
and spurned an offer from the Boston 
Bruins to sign with the Pirates in 1966. 
His off-season job is grave digging.

The Tigers are counting on Dan Petry to 
become an important cog in their pitch- 
ing machine for years to come. They feel 
the promise he showed in his 10-9 season 
of 1980 is reason enough to warrant their 
confidence. But they feel even better 
about his 3.94 earned run average, low- 
est of all among the Tigers’ starters, and 
his three shutouts, tops for the team. One 
of nine California natives on the spring 


roster, Petry was signed by the Tigers in 
1976 and found himself at Tiger Stadium 
just three years and one month later. 
That first trial was impressive as he 
pitched two complete games in his first 
four starts—and he has been living up to 
expectations. Until drawing two relief 
assignments in 1980, Dan was strictly a 
starter, his first rescue job breaking a 
career string of 96 consecutive starts. 


The Tigers have a couple of strong feel- 
ings about Lou Whitaker, their lithe 
second baseman. They are sure his slump 
at the plate in 1980 was only a temporary 
thing, to be overcome in 1981 as Lou 
expects to do. They are happy, too, that 
his slick fielding was not affected by the 
53-point plunge in his batting average. 
Even with a .233 finish at the plate, there 
were some encouraging signs for Whit- 
aker, such as hitting safely in 15 of his 
last 19 games and drawing 73 walks to 


lead the Tigers in that department. What 
Whitaker could use is more teams like 
Toronto and Cleveland to face; he hit 
.319 and .302 against them respectively. 
As for fielding, he took them all in stride, 
repeatedly coming through with breath- 
taking plays and finishing with only 12 
errors among 780 chances. Signed by 
the Tigers in 1975, Whitaker became their 
regular second-baseman in 1978 when 
he was hailed as American League Rookie 
of the Year. 


For Kevin Saucier, the Tigers’ new south- 
paw relief pitcher, there is one big turn- 
on: Getting to pitch and one big turn-off: 
Not getting to pitch. That is fine with 
Manager Sparky Anderson because he 
has plans to keep the 24-year-old new- 
comer busy in the Tiger bullpen. After 
two earlier trials, Saucier stuck through 
the 1980 season with the Phillies, who 
then sent him to the Rangers to complete 
an earlier deal between those two clubs. 
Kevin then became a Tiger in a December 


trade for Mark Wagner. All 40 of Saucier’s 
games with the Phillies last season were 
in relief, totaling 50 innings with a 7-3 
record and a 3.42 ERA. He appeared in 
two of the Championship games with the 
Astros and got one inning of relief work 
in the World Series. Kevin has had a 
complete turnaboutin his pitching career, 
in that he started every one of the first 
104 games in his minor league career, 
turned to relief in 1979 and has relieved 
in 91 of the next 94, minor and major.

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If you find Dan Schatzeder looking for a 
four-leaf clover or a horseshoe, don’t 
criticize the Tiger lefthander. His luck in 
1980 was sometimes on the down side. In 
an 11-13 record, he lost five by one run 


and four when the Tigers were shut out. 
Things like that and a sore shoulder 
marked Dan’s Tiger debut after coming 
from the Expos in exchange for Ron Le- 
Flore but the likable southpaw overcame. 
Going to the bullpen and later to the 
disabled list, Dan came back to pitch with 


consistency. In 14 of his last 16 starts, 
he made it to the eighth inning and two of 
his victories were shutouts. Three times, 
he had complete games without giving 
up a walk. A graduate of Denver Univer- 
sity, Schatzeder was signed by the Expos 
in 1976, made the major league scene 
briefly the following season, joined the 
Expos more permanently in 1978 and in 
1979 had the lowest ERA (2.83) for a 
National League lefty, to go with his 10-5 
won-lost record. 


To study the versatility of John Wocken- 
fuss, the Tigers’ man for all positions, 
just consider what the veteran with the 
unusual batting stance did in 1980. He 
had 53 games at first base, 25 behind 
the plate, and 23 in the outfield (both 
right and left). He was the designated 
hitter in 28 games and responded with a 
.281 average. He pinch hit in 22 contests, 
getting four hits and five walks in 17 
official times at bat. Altogether, the 
handy-andy ace was in 126 games, nearly 


50 per cent more than any previous 
season and reached personal highs in 
almost every category, including 16 home 
runs on 372 official trips to the plate. 
First signed by the old Washington Sen- 


ators in 1967, Wockenfuss was a catcher 
and outfielder through seven minor 
league seasons before the Tigers ac- 
quired him in a farm system swap. The 
Detroit baseball writers recognized his 
forte in 1979 by naming him their Most 
Versatile Performer.

When the Tigers needed a third baseman 
in 1980, Tom Brookens was ready.

Indicative of his speed 
were his nine triples, tops for the Tigers 
and sixth in the American League, and 13 
stolen bases, which tied Rickey Peters 
for the Tigers’ best. A sensational span 
in August during which he hit .552 


brought American League Player of the 
Week honors for Tom. The period in- 
cluded a game at Milwaukee in which he 
was 5-for-5 at the plate, including a home 
run, and started a triple play, the Tigers’ 
first since 1969. A native of Pensylvania 
and a cousin of former Tiger Ike Brook- 
ens, Tom was a Tiger first draft choice 
in 1975 and got his initial Tiger trial in 
1979, when he singled on his first major 
league trip to the plate. He also stole 
home twice that year.

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With more than three straight productive 
seasons to his credit, Milt Wilcox has 
become the anchor man of the Tiger 
pitching staff. The crafty righthander 
came to Detroit from a farm club in June, 
1977 and has been on the winning side 
ever since his arrival, with a 44-35 Tiger 
record. He is the only Tiger to win at 
least 10 games in each of the last three 
seasons and he matched his highest 
personal victory total with 13 in 1980 
when he had 31 starts and completed 13 


for first among Tiger moundsmen. He 
was undefeated by six teams with a com- 
bined 11-0 record against the Angels, 
White Sox, Indians, Brewers, A’s and 
Mariners. His six-game winning streak in 
May-June gave the Tigers a big lift when 
they needed it badly. Wilcox was orig- 
inally signed by the Reds, also pitched 
for the Indians and Cubs before arm 
trouble dropped him to the minors, there 
to be rescued by the Tigers in a farm 
system purchase. 


“Senor Smoke” is what they call him and 
smoke ’em is what Aurelio Lopez does as 
one of the premier relief pitchers in the 
major leagues. The portly righthander 
from Mexico who joined the Tigers from 
the Cardinals for the 1979 season, en- 
joyed another successful campaign in 


1980. He led the Tigers with 67 appear- 
ances, good for third in the American 
League; won 13 games, most for a Tiger 
reliever since 1974; and posted 21 saves 
for the second straight year, seventh- 
high in the league. Losing only six times, 


his .684 percentage also was seventh in 
the circuit. Fans won’t forget Aurelio’s 
dramatic rescue work in a game with the 
Red Sox last August when he fanned the 
side with the bases loaded in the eighth 
and worked out of another bases-loaded 
crisis in the ninth to hold a 2-1 victory for 
Dan Petry. The tireless right-hander 
made his first start as a Tiger last August 
against the Brewers; only the sixth start 
in his 161 games with three major league 
teams. He has not been below 50 games 
a season since 1972.

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A key figure for the Tigers in 1980 was Al 
Cowens, acquired in late May from the 
Angels in a trade for Jason Thompson. 
Cowens’ coming stabilized an unsettled 
condition in rightfield and enabled Man- 
ager Sparky Anderson to move Richie 
Hebner to first base as Thompson’s 
replacement and install Tom Brookens at 
third—all with good results. Cowens 
found favor with Tiger fans at the outset 
as he hit safely in his first 11 games. He 
later had a 12-game hitting streak and 
only twice went hitless in more than two 


straight games. No less was expected 
from the angular Californian, who en- 
joyed six fine seasons at Kansas City 
before his trade to the Angels in late 
1979. With the Royals, Al was a Gold 
Glove winner in 1977, when he also fin- 
ished second to Rod Carew in the MVP 
voting. During the 1979 season at Kansas 
City, his jaw was broken by a pitch from 
Ed Farmer, then with Texas, an event 
which Cowens sought to avenge at Chi- 
cago last June. That cost the Tiger out- 
fielder a fine and seven-day suspension.

A strong finish at the plate in 1980 re- 
newed Tim Corcoran’s hopes for a more 
stable future at Tiger Stadium. Batting 
only .175 on August 27, the left-handed 
outfielder-first baseman turned on the 
heat to add 110 points to his average. Up 
to now, stability has not been a hallmark 
of Corcoran’s career, which has seen him 
bounce back and forth between Evans- 
ville and Detroit since 1977. But fancy 
batting figures are not new for the lithe 
Californian, who sports four .300 minor 


league seasons among his marks. With 
the Tigers twice in 1977, Tim turned out 
to be the team’s top pinch hitter that 
year at .313. Back for a full term in 1978, 
his proudest achievement was his first 
grand slam home run. Corcoran started 
1979 as a Tiger but went back to Evans- 
ville early in the season to post a team- 
leading .338 average for the Triplets and 
earn another ticket to Tiger Stadium.

Joining the Tigers in 1981 was a home- 
coming for Bill Fahey. The lefthand- 
hitting catcher was born in Detroit, is a 
product of Redford Union High School 
and attended both the University of 
Detroit and St. Clair Community College

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Every season during his six-year career, 
Dave Tobik has had to split his time be- 
tween two teams—the last three between 
the Tigers and Evansville. That’s some- 
thing the college-bred righthander hopes 
to put to an end in 1981. It’s better with 
the Tigers, for whom he made 17 appear- 
ances during 1980, including his first 
major league start on the next-to-final 
day of the season. It was against the 
Yankees in New York and Tobik turned 


it into a success with a victory. Dave 
had shown he was about ready for such 
a test when, a little earlier, he fanned 
seven Orioles in five innings and fol- 
lowed up in his next outing with a 5-1/3 
innings of shutout relief against the 
Indians. A graduate of Ohio University, 
Dave was a Tiger first-round pick in the 
January, 1975 draft. He became a relief 
specialist in 1977 and made only one 
start in his next 180 games.

There may be a new role for Dave Rozema 
in Tiger pitching plans. It was foreshad- 
owed in 1980 when the carefree right- 
hander went to relief for the first time, 
appearing twice as many times in 
relief as in starting jobs. The results led 
Manager Sparky Anderson to believe that 
Dave’s value may be in the bullpen, with 
some starts. In his 13 starts of 1980, 
Rozema had a 4-5 record and 5.03 ERA. 
In 29 relief shots, the figures were 2-4 


and 2.59 with four saves. Rozema had a 
brilliant beginning in 1977 when he 
jumped from Class AA Montgomery to 
Tiger Stadium to win 15 games and win 
honors like Tiger Rookie of the Year and 
American League Rookie Pitcher of the 
Year. However, an arm problem cropped 
up before the end of that season and 
continued through the next two years. 
Dave spent some time on the disabled list 
but believes that is behind. 


There are many twists and turns in the 
career of Stan Papi, the Tigers’ versatile 
reserve infielder. Although still under 30 
as the 1981 season opened, Stan already 
had played with six minor league teams 
and four in the majors. He completely 
missed one season, 1975, when doctors 
had difficulty diagnosing his hypogly- 
cemia (low blood sugar) and treated him 
for a great variety of other ailments. 
Papi was the player the Red Sox got from 
the Expos in 1978 for Bill Lee in a trade 


which rocked the Back Bay. Then, on his 
first time at bat the following spring, a 
winter baseball knee injury flared up and 
Stan missed the first 42 games of 1979 to 
recover from surgery. Sold to the minors 
after only one game with Boston in 1980, 
Papi was rescued by the Tigers from 
Oklahoma City in late May to play in 46 
games at first, second, short and third. 
In his first game as a Tiger, he homered, 
tripled, scored a run and drove in three 
tallies. 


In the National League, where he spent 
the past five seasons and parts of the 
previous four before coming to the Tigers 
during 1981 spring training, Mick Kelleher 


was known as “Super Sub” — with good 
reason. His reputation for versatility, plus 
fine fielding skill, was established with the 
Chicago Cubs, for whom he played sec- 
ond, third and short (as well as pinch 
running) in 433 games between 1976 and 
1980. A brilliant fielder in his minor 
league days, Mick also left the National 


League with one of the highest glove 
marks for infielders in the game today. 
Born in Seattle, Kelleher was a top prep 
star there, drew more attention at Wenat- 
chee Junior College and captained a 
championship 1969 University of Puget 
Sound nine. Drafted by St. Louis that 
year, Mick played briefly with the Card- 
inals and Houston Astros before settling 
down to his five-year run with the Cubs. 
In the off-season, he is a real estate 
agent in Santa Barbara.

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Fast development in the Tigers’ high- 
pressure minor league system landed 
Rick Leach at Tiger Stadium early in the 
1981 season, less than two years after 
the University of Michigan two-sport star 
signed a lucrative bonus contract as the 
club’s No. 1 draft choice. In signing with 


the Tigers, Leach turned his back on the 
Denver Broncos and the Montreal Allou- 


ettes, both bidding for his football 
services following a brilliant gridiron 
career in which he set a Michigan career 


record of 1,024 points, a Big Ten record 
with 6,460 total yards and an NCAA 
record with 82 touchdowns. Rick’s col- 
lege baseball marks were equally im- 
pressive, with season batting marks rang- 
ing from .315 to .404 and averaging .349 
for his 149 games in four seasons. An all- 
stater in three sports at Flint South- 
western High School, Leach was tapped 
twice by the Phillies before the Tigers 
landed him. An outfielder at the start of 
his career, he now favors first base. 


Regardless of the future, Mark Fidrych 
always will be remembered for his re- 
markable 1976 rookie season as a Tiger. 
As a reminder: 19-9 record and 2.34 ERA 
with 24 complete games for the season; 
eight straight victories, 9-2 record and 
1.78 ERA with 10 complete games in 11 
starts before All-Star Game; American 
League Rookie of Year among many 
other honors; Tiger Stadium crowds aver- 
aging 31,077 for 29 home starts. Then in 
1977, spring training knee injury and 
surgery followed by tendonitis, 11 games 


pitched and 6-4 record. In 1978, more arm 
problems, only three starts, and trip to 
the minors. In 1979, still more arm trouble, 
four starts, 0-3 record. It was indeed a 
dreary trail of disappointment for Mark 
and his fans. But in 1980, hopes rose as 
he began another comeback attempt at 
Evansville with some promise and re- 
turned to Tiger Stadium in September 
to post his first complete game victory 
since April, 1978. There were eight more 
starts, and some optimism that the turnin 
the road might be ahead.

A player of great potential is Kirk Gibson, 
who created a sensation with his fine 
start in 1980 when he was less than two 
years out of Michigan State, then missed 
four months of the year because of a 
wrist injury and surgery. The husky out- 
fielder-slugger got off to a great start 
with a home run and a triple in his first 
game of the season, posted a 10-game 
hitting streak in May and had a five-game 
streak alive when he hurt his wrist swing- 
ing his bat at Milwaukee June 7. Placed 


on the disabled list 10 days later, Gibson 
underwent surgery at the Mayo Clinic in 
August to correct a cartilage condition. 
Kirk, who was an All-America flanker in 
football at Michigan State, turned his 
back on the pro gridiron to accept the 
Tigers’ attractive bonus when they made 
him their No. 1 selection in the June, 
1978 draft. Their bid was based on just 
one season on the college diamond for 
Gibson, who hit .390 and had 16 home 
runs in 48 games for the Spartans.

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An examination of the Tiger 
roster is all that’s needed to 
get an index on the efficiency 
of the scouting system. 

Thirty-four of the 38 players 
on the 1981 spring training 
roster were either originally 
signed by the Tigers or ac- 
quired in exchange for players 
who were Tiger signees. 

Twenty-four of the 34 were 
signees, 10 gained in trades. 

Two players were purchased 
and two drafted from another 
team’s farm system. 

A lot of manpower, a lot of 
travel and a lot of other in- 
gredients go into the Tiger 
scouting action, according to 
Vice-President Bill Lajoie and 
Dave Miller, scouting director. 

They depend heavily on the 
Major League Scouting Bu- 
reau, a co-operative venture 
which was organized in 1974 
and which sends out 70-odd 
scouts to search the country 
for untested diamond talent. 

They also rely on seven full- 
time Tiger scouts to give them 
a check on the bureau’s re- 
ports, on three experienced 
consultants on scouting and 
on a host of “bush beaters” in 
faraway places. 

It is a rare prospect, indeed, 
who is unknown to the Tigers 
—or any others—at free agent 
drafting time in June and 
January. 

A new full-time scout this 
year is George W. Bradley, 
who covers the Midwest and 
Southwest from his home in 
Glen Carbon, Ill. Bradley came 
to the Tigers from the Phillies, 
after service with the A’s, 
White Sox and Reds.

The Tigers, counting on a 
steady flow from the farm sys- 
tem, strengthened their chain 
for the 1981 campaign. 

One club was added, for a 
total of five, and one franchise 
was moved. 

One new manager was 
named, one was shifted and 
one returned after a year’s 
absence. 

Vice-President Bill Lajoie 
and the minor league field di- 
rector, Hoot Evers, expect the 
changes to speed player de- 
velopment. 

The new farm is Macon, of
